Innocent of Monopolistic 
Intent, Says Counsel. 


Steel Concern Alleged to be 
Fair to Competitors.

Never Have Controlled Prices 
Declares Attorney.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—John D. 
Rockefeller and his son, among the 
defendants named in the government's 
dissolution suit against the United 
States Steel Corporation, were de- 
fended in the Federal District Court 
today and held innocent by their coun- 
sel of the charge that they were co- 
conspirators in the formation and 
management of the big steel concern. 

George Welwood Murray of New. 
York, who argued their case, sug- 
gested to the court that possibly the 
government appended the name 
Rockefeller to the list of defendants 
merely to “add drapery and scenery 
to give effect to the suit.” 

Likewise, counsel for the ore in- 
terests, commonly known as the Hill 
interests, which leased ore deposits in 
the Lake Superior region to the steel 
corporation, held his clients innocent 
of any monopolistic intention when 
the Great Northern Ore lease was 
made. 

It was the sixth day of the argu- 
ment in the case. David A. Reed of 
Pittsburgh, who began speaking yes- 
terday, largely on the technical side, 
concluéed today. He maintained that 
the steel industry is bigger than the 
steel corporation, and that it could 
not contro] the trade as to prices and 
competition, even if it so desired. 

Cordenio A. Severance of St. Paul, 
also speaking, for the steel corpora- 
tion, declared that the concern was 
always fair to competitors, and ridi- 
culed the government's charges that 
some of the steel corporation's so- 
called interlocking directors unduly 
favored the big concern in throwing 
business in its way while sitting in 
railroad or other boards of directors. 
The history of the steel industry 
showed that when independents cut 
prices the corporation had to 80 
along, he said. 

In defendihg the Rockefellers, Mr 
Murray said his clients had no hand 
in the organization of the steel cor- 
poration, that they were merely sell- 
ers of property to the concern. 

The two Rockefellers, he added, 
were only nominal directors, never 
having taken an active part in the 
property and resigning from the board 
tong before the government suit was 
brought.

BE PROSECUTED. —

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.-—Prosecution 
of the Swift and Armour Packing 
companies, and other large packers 
and wholesale provision houses for 
failure to mark wrapped ham and ba- 
con with their net weight was recom- 
mended to Atty.-Gen. Parsons by Com- 
missioner Hartigan of the Mayor's 
Bureau of Weights and Measures. 

In selling these meats to retail 
butchers, it is alleged, the packers 
make no allowance for the weight of 
paper and burlap wrappings contain- 
ing the meat; and the butchers, there- 
fore, are forced to charge consumers 
enough to pay for the wrappings, 
which, on some packages, weigh from 
six to nine ounces. 

The packers aver, according to the 
commissioner, that the covering o 
meats is a sanitary precaution and 
that they are violating no law. 

The commissioner holds that under 
the law paper or sacks, cannot be sold 
as meat. no matter what sanitary pur- 
poses are served thereby. The law 
prescribes a penalty of $25 for each 
violation of it. 


SEA NOW OPEN 
FOR COTTON MEN.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—American 
shippers can send cotton to Germany 
and Austria without interference by 
Great Britain.

Commerce betwéen neutral coun- 
tries will mot be -hindred in the least 
by Great Britain as long as cargoes 
are specifically consigned.

These are the chief principles of 
the shipping situation which the State 
Department has worked out in diplo- 
matic negotiations with Great Britain, 
whose cruisers are in practical control 
of trans-Atlantic commerce. 

Baron von Schoen. attache of the 
German embassy, was formally ap- 
prised by acting Secretary Lansing of 
the State Department of Great 
Britain's attitude toward cotton ship- 
ments, namely that they were not 
contraband and would not be declared 
as such.

TERROR REIGNS 
IN STOCKTON. 


People Ask Protection from 
Union Labor Thugs. 


Police Force is Charged with 
Gross Negligence. 


Assaults are Committed and 
Property is Burned. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

STOCKTON, Oct. 27.—Demanding 
protection of life and property from 
the reign of lawlessness caused by 
union-labor troubles here, and charg- 
ing the police of Stockton with negli- 
‘gence or collusion, Attorney Hurbert 
R. MeNoble, one of the most prom- 
inent attorneys of California and 
representing 75 per cent. of the prop- 
erty owners of thie city, appeared this 


City Commission. 

He notified the Mayor, and each 
member of the Council that each of 
them would be held “responsible for 
any and all damage resulting to our 
persons or property by reason of your 
neglect to perform your official duty 
and to enforce law and order.” 


Attorney McNoble presented to the 


commission a demand and a petition. 
The demand contained the signatures 
of some 800 persons, representing 
$37,000,000, three-fourths of the total 
property valuation of Stockton. Pro- 
tection of life and property was in- 


The petition recited the causes lead- 
ing up to the demand by the citizens. 
It declared that “since the fourth day 
of August there has been numerous 
riots, batteries, assaults, depredations 
of property and other violations of and 
infractions of peace, law and order in 
Stockton,” and that citiens are in 
danger when appearing on the streets 
or pursuing regular work. 

Attorney McNoble produced two 
forms of testimony. He, showed 
where incalculable damage had been 
done to property as the result of the 
reign of lawlessness. 

To prove that life was in jeopardy 
he produted before the hearing fifteen 
mutilated and battered men who had 
endured the attacks against which 
the petitioners demanded protection. 
These men gave their testimony be- 
fere the commission. 

To prove that property was in dan- 
ger he told of five mysterious fires that 
have occurred in Stockton in the last 
five days, a record unprecedented in 
the history of the city. Fire Chief 
Murphy, it Was stated, had declared 
that each fire bore evidences of in- 
cend

NACO (Aru.) Oct. 27.—Benjamin 
Hill, the Carranza commander of the

“One place may be evacuated hast- 
ily as untenable,“ the recital continues, 
“while another in the same general 
line will continue to resist for a con- 
siderable time.

RES PERISH 
N COAL MINE. 


Twenty-four Bodies Taken 
from Burning Shaft. 


Sixty-one Deaths Reported on 
the Casualty List. 


Royalton, III., the Scene of 
Fatal Gas Explosion. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ROYALTON (Ill) Oct. 27.—A to- 
tal of sixty-one dead is shown on the 
casualty list issued late tonight by of- 
ficials of the Franklin Coal and Coke 
Company, at whose mine near here 
300 men were entombed at the going- 
to-work hour this morning. 

The heavy decrease in the number 
of dead estimated earlier in the day 
was accounted for by the registration 
tonight of scores of miners who had 
escaped during the day, but who were 
too busy assisting in the rescue work 
to answer to the roll call of ‘rescued. 

Twenty minutes before the explo- 
sion 346 men went into the mine, only 
the last cage full of the day force 
remaining on the surface. Tonight 
twenty-four bodies had been recov- 
ered and thirty-seven men were miss- 
ing. It was conceded by officials of 
the mine that thirty-seven still were 
entombed and would never be brought 
out alive. Rescue traing from Benton 
and Springfield, III., and from Evans 
ville, Ind., were rushed to the ene 
and their crews, together with the 
entire population of Royalton—about 
1000—spent the entire day and the 
greater part of the night regcuing the 
living, attempting to extinguish the 
fire which fallowed the explosion and 
caring for the injured and for the 
hysterical relatives of the dead and 
entombed.

He failed to reach the 
boy, but found fifteen other dazed and 
injured miners in a pocket in the 
burning drift and led them to safety 
through an adjoining drift untouched 
by the fames. i 

The fire followed a gas explosion 
that occurred five minutes before the 
miners were to begin work. About 
fifty men had not entered the shaft, 
but the others had gone down and 
begun to scatter to the various work- 
ings. 

The sound of the explosion was 
heard in Royalton, and every adult 
person in the town, except the tele- 
phone operator, hurried to the mine. 
Rescue parties quickly were organ- 
ized and help was summoned from 
surrounding towns. Gas in the mine, 
however, prevented the rescuers from 
penetrating more than_ 1500 feet into 
the workings. One hundred and fifty 
men, however, were taken from the 
mine unharmed, but more than eighty 
of these had been overcome by gas. 
Two died at the surface. 

Royalton is a mining village eighty- 
six miles southeast of St. Louis, on the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern 
Railroad. The telephone operator at 
Royalton sent out distress calls to sur- 
rounding towns, and help was soon on 
the way from Duquoin, Murphysboro 
and Benton. 

The explosion occurred in the 
northwest corner of the mine, where 
from 150 to 300 men were working. 
Men in the southern part of the mine 
heard the explosion and hurried to 
the cages that took them to the sur- 
face. This part of the mine was sep- 
arated from that section where the 
explosion occurred by thick walls of 
coal.

A GRAPE WE CANNOT GROW. 


They call attention to the imper- 
tation of grapes from 


thirty years in California. It is 
a late variety, which when packed 
in cork dust keeps till March and 
April. It has almost uniformiy 
proved a failure here. It requires 
particular climatic and soll condi- 
tions. In the coast section it fails 
to ripen. In other places it fails 
to bear. I do not think there are 
at present over twenty acres of this 
kind of grape in the State. They 
have been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting. The whole 
table-grape argument of the “dry” 
leaders is based upon pitiful igno- 
eee. This is only one illustra- 
on. 


The truth of the whole matter 
is that there are profitable vine- 
yards and unprofitable vineyards; 
there are seasons without profits, 
just as in every other line of farm- 
ing, or other line of business. Pre- 
vious to the panic of 1908 there 
was a long period when wine grapes 
paid large profits, New settlers 
bought land and planted. Produc- 
tion increased rapidly. After the 
panic, for the time being, markets 
were curtailed, and wineries and 
vineyards, just like other industries, 
suffered temporarily. Last season 
conditions were much improved. 
Wine grapes sold at from $10 to 
$17 a ton in the interior valleys 
and from $20 to $28 a ton in the 
coast counties. The grower began 
to see daylight ahead.
